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Detailed Action 

This is the second Office Action corresponding to amendment filed Dec 13, 2005. 
The application contains 15 claims, numbered 28,29,34,35, and 43-53. The text of those 
sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a prior Office 
action. 

Drawings 

The drawings filed Dec 13, 2005 have been accepted by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
Claims 47-53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kruszewski (Pat No 5,201,896). 

The patent to Kruszewski shows a support for a speaker capable of being used on a spa 
surface, comprising a support surface (30, 20, 16) rotatable in one direction, and a 
speaker (mounted on element 62) capable of rotating on a different direction normal to 
the first one direction. The speaker being able to rotate 360 degrees (Col 5, lines 50-55). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 28, 29, 34, 35, and 43-46 are allowed.
